As the Railroad Faces a Siill Greater Load

N RECENT TRIPS over our lines and across the coun- 

try, I have been impressed by two things: 

First, the earnestness and resourcefulness of our 
own Southern Pacific people in the war transportation 
effort; and, 

Second, the public’s growing appreciation of the 
extraordinary job the railroads are doing. 

The Joad our railroad carried in 1941, measured by 
tons hauled one mile, was more than 56 per cent 
greater than the boom-time record load of 1929, and 
so far this year is more than 85 per cent greater than 
in the same period of 1929, In carrying this load 
without any wide-spread congestion or prolonged de- 
lays, our organization has shown its capacity and spirit. 
To the men and women of Southern Pacific in the 
yards, out on the line, in the shops and offices I say 
again: Congratulations, and let’s keep it up! 

While our volame has greatly increased, it should 
not be assumed that either revenue or net income has 
ptoportionately increased. The average revenue re- 
ceived in 1941 was 26 per cent less per ton mile and 
40 per cent less per passenger mile than in 1929. On 
the other hand, expenses, including wages and costs 
of many kinds, have substantially increased. The rev- 
enues the railroad has received have been used to in- 
crease our ability to do the wartime job through ex- 
pansion of facilities and additions to equipment, and 
also have been used to pay back some of the vast sums 
the Company had to borrow during depression years. 

The railroads and railroad people are winning pub- 
lic acclaim from many sources, notably from Joseph 
B. Eastman, Director of the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, who recently said: “No industry has func- 


tioned more admirably in the war effort than the trans- 
portation industry . . . the railroads have done an out- 
standing piece of work.” Last month's joint Army- 
Navy report referred to “the efficient cooperation of 
the entire American railroad system in rapid move- 
ment of troops” ; and General B. B. Somervell, Chief of 
the Army Supply Service, told newspapermen the rail- 
roads’ job was-“‘absolutely unprecedented in size” and 
was “done with unprecedented smoothness.” 

Our aim for the future is that we of the railroad 
industry may continue with good service to merit 
such commendations. 

Increase rather than decrease in the size of out load 
is in prospect. But to meet this increase, we will have 
further additions to our equipment and facilities. For 
example, as to locomotives, out of the total of 252 we 
have ordered in anticipation of increased volume since 
1939, we will place in service this year 80 new heavy- 
duty road locomotives costing more than $18,000,000, 
besides a number of Diesel switchers. Forty-two of the 
80 road locomotives yet remain to be delivered but as 
they are received at intervals from now on to the end 
of the year they will help materially in meeting the 


_ increased volume as it comes along. 


In whatever circumstances that may develop and 
with the tools available, we as individuals and as a 
great transpoitation organization will do our utmost. 
With the continuance of the present effective working 
relationship with the military, and with the coopera- 
tion and understanding of our shippers, we will carry 
the load with only such delays as wat conditions may 
make inevitable. We are doing and will continue to do 
the greatest job in our history.

Gf ta a Good Start... 


... But We've Still Got Far to Go in Our 
Campaign for War Bond Payroll Allotments 


HE Southern Pacific War Bond Cam- 
paign-~YOUR Bond Campaign—is 
underway. It has made a good start, but 
only a start. There are now almost 
36,000 SP railroaders (close to 60% of 
all employes on Pacific Lines) buying 
Wat Bonds through payroll allotment, 
and over $4,000,000 worth of bonds have 
been purchased aside from the payroli 
plan. While these figures look startling, 
and are encouraging, there still remain 
26,000 others who have NOT signed up, 
and the allotment for those who have 
represents less than 3% of the total pay- 
roll. 
Goal Is 10%, of Income 
This isn’t a Company matter, it’s nat 
a Brotherhood, or an SP Club matter, but 
a citizen's campaign to safeguard our 
country and our lives as free individuals. 
Fact number one is this: Our Govern- 
ment wants the American people to pur- 
chase twelve billion dollars worth of Wat 
Bonds this year; an amount equal to 10% 
of the national income, The Government 
would like to see that many bonds pur- 
chased voluntarily, but the money must 
be raised voluntarily or otherwise, In the 
second place, continuous purchase is 
needed; a regular setting aside of a por- 
tion of your income through payroll allot- 
ment. Therefore the goal of the SP Bond 


Drive is to have every employe set aside 
10% of his monthly salary through pay- 
roll allotment for War Bond purchases. 

Officially the drive started April 20, 
but it took a little time for the scores 
of employe sub-committees to get under- 
way. Committee boaks were closed for 
the first period of the drive on May 20, 
after an average of less than three weeks 
of actual solicitation. 


Initial Period Results 

Resutts of this initial period (see next 
page) are naturally spotty, since there 
was some difficulty and delay in contact- 
ing men who were away from their head- 
quarters musi of the time. As the drive 
continues late reports indicate that more 
railroaders have come to realize the 
urgent necessity of the campaign and the 
personal value of investing in bonds. 
Highly encouraging is the fact that while 
payroll allotments in April amounted to 
Jess than 1% of the payroll, those for 
May are expected to rise to close to 3%. 
We're starting to climb and railroaders 
have the reputation of responding quickly 
in critical situations such as this one. 

The question being asked most fre- 
quently these days is, how soon after put- 
chase are bonds delivered? While a de- 
tailed account of the payroll deduction 
plan was given on page four of the May 
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by the 15th of the month, 


Bulletin, we're glad to report that -ven 
since that time much of the delay then 
experienced in delivering bonds has been 
eliminated. In all cases, however, the 
bonds are dated the first of the month in 
which final payment is mad- and they 
start drawing interest from that date so 
there is no practical advantage in imme- 
diate delivery. The Auditor's Depart- 
ment has forces of men working day and 
night shifts on these payroll allotments. 
In spite of all precautions, many hun- 
dreds of allotment cards have been turned 
in incomplete or incorrect, which has 
made extra work and increased the dif- 
ficulties in quick delivery of the bond 
certificates to their owner. 

But no matter when you get your 
bonds, here’s what you do the minute you 
buy one or a part of one: (1) You help 
your country win the war, (2) you help 
safeguard your future security, (3) you 
help prevent inflation and higher cost of 
living that would inevitably lower your

The United States Government guat- 
antees that these bonds will never be worth less money than 
you actually put into them. While it is hoped you may not 
have to turn the bonds in before maturity, you can get your 
money back any time after sixty days from date of purchase. 

Some of the units in the above tabulation have gone 100% 
since their report of May 20 was made, and the committees of 
other units are rapidly completing their canvass. However, 
much remains to be done before our goal is accomplished.

So sign up now. Don't delay. Take a look at the people in 
the countries that delayed; the “too little and too late” people. 
Enlist 10% of your income today in this war effort by signing 
up for payroll allotment. Sixty per cent of SP employes can’t 
carty the whole load—and shouldn't have to. Three per cent 
of our total income isn’t going to do the job at hand. Our air 
raids are now numbering bombers by the thousands and we're 
wiping out whole cities at a time. We've got to keep it up;

Security of Our Post-War Position Rests 
In the Good Will of Commercial Shippers

REPRODUCED on this page is a let- 
ter received from Joseph B. Eastman, 
Director of Defense Transportation. 

This letter is of such extraordinary im- 
portance that every employe of Southern 
Pacific System Lines should have the op- 
portunity of reading it. It is important, 
first, because it implies a state of mind, 
and secondly, because it guarantees the 
security of our future. 

I need not tell you that the conditions 
under which we are presently operating 
are highly abnormal; that in the history 
of this nation no period comparable to 
the present has ever existed. 

In common with every major transpor- 
tation system ia the United States, we find 
our facilities taxed to the utmost, and it 
is conceivable that if traffic continues to 
increase as it has during the past few 
months we may soon find ourselves 
pressed to the extreme in being able to 
handle the traffic that is offered us. Al- 
ready it is becoming increasingly difficult 
to maintain the schedules and service 
of which we have heen so justly proud in 
the past. 

In a sense we ate like the storekeeper 
whose shelves have been sold nearly clear 
of goods, or the manufacturer who has 
used up almost al! his raw material—we 
haven't very much more that we can offer. 


Doing Our Very Best 
It is very important that we realize 
what a smali part we as individuals have 
had in bringing this condition about. We 
have been good salesmen it is true, we 
have done excellent work in the fields of 


operation and service, but the present con- 
dition, is the result of forces operating 


outside of and beyond our efforts. ‘Fhere- 
fore, we cannot afford to regard our 
job as done; we cannot afford to assume 


that now with our facilities utilized to 
their capacity we may relax our efforts 


in even the smallest degree. 

Just how long the war emergency situ- 
ations now confronting us will contiaue 
it is impossible to foresee, but it is obvi- 
ous that so long as they do, our commer- 
cial patrons are going to be inconve- 
nienced to an ever increasing degree, and 
the demands of Government traffic, which 
of course are of primary interest to all, are 
going to make it difficult and frequently 
impossible for us to do anything about it. 

These conditions, and the fact that we 
will be handling the greatest volume of 
traffic in the -history of the railroad, do 
not, however, constitute an excuse for any 
relaxation of the efforts of our regularly 


constituted field forces or of the individ. 
ual efforts of our employes. Rather, the 
fact that we are confronted with situa- 


tions about which we can do little or 
nothing in behalf of our commercial pa- 


trons will require a more intensive effort 
to maintain their good will and friendly 
feeling, and it is vital to our future that 
these be maintained. To do this will in- 
volve frequent contacts, patience and in- 
genuity far beyond that which has been 
exercised in routine solicitation under 
normal conditions. 


Readjustment Period 

It requires little imagination to vis- 
ualize what the attitude of commercial 
shippers may be toward the rail carriers 
in general, and Southern Pacific Lines in 
Particular, when normal conditions are 
restored, if during this present abnor- 
mal and difficult period, we fail to ex- 
tend and enlarge our efforts to assist 
them in every way we consistently can, 

In the period of readjustment that will 
follow the war we will need good friends 
-—many good friends, Just as the store- 
keeper whose shelves are nearly bare and 
the manufacturer whose supply of raw 
material is almost exhausted continue to 
advertise in order to keep the good will 
and friendship of their patrons, so we 
must redouble our efforts to be of service 
to our commercial patrons. 

And there is need for something more

than this. No one of us has forgotten the 
long hard years of readjustment follow- 
ing the first World War. Armed with 
that experience we should be able during 
this present period to so plan our future 
that recession, if and when it comes, shall 
not find us so unprepared and helpless as 
we were in that first difficult post-war 
period. We can plan and work intelli- 
gently to this end. 

The end of the war will see many 
changes in business methods and prac- 
tices. Some staple articles of manufac- 
tute may disappear entirely from the mar- 
kets or be replaced by articles of which we 
do not even dream today. New manufac- 
turing centers may spring up in response 
to economic law, old ones may to some 
extent be decentralized, There may be a 
shift in markets, and normat trade routes 
of the nation may undergo modification. 
The vast demands of the war effort may

cessful prosecution of the war. Cooperation must be the watchword rather

Operating Results for the 
First Four Months 


OR the four months ended April 30, 

Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Trafsportation System 
amounted to $127,320,243, or $42,700,- 
886 more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1941; a 50% increase. 

During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $81,677,700, or 
$23,051,363 more than expenses for 
same period last year; 2 39% increase. 

Federal reticement and unemployment 
insurance taxes amounted to $3,396,912, 
and other railway tax accruals to $12,- 
862,709; 2 total of $16,259,621, or $10,- 
070,260 more than such accruals for the 
first four months of Iast year. After de- 
ducting the taxes and $5,963,499 of net 
rentals for use of equipment and joint 
facilities, there was left Net Railway Op- 
erating Income of $23,419,423, or $7.- 
857.704 more than the net railway operat- 
ing income for the same period of 1941. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divid nds 
and interest on securities owned, rentals 
and miscellaneous income, must be paid 
the interest on bonds and equipment trust 
notes in the hands of the public, and 
other fixed charges. For the four moaths 
ended April 30, the final result was a 
Net Income of $15,090,988, which com- 
pares with a net income of $6,388,684 for 
the same period of 1941.

S)'s Military Bureau Is Linked 
Closely W ith Armed Forces 


EET your SP Military Bureau in San 
Francisco. Meet nine men who carry 

no guns, wear no medals, but whose daily 
business lives are as closely linked with 
the Army, Navy and Marines as any men 
out of uniform. Behind a blacked-out 
door they work in a smal! room where 
heavy drapes cover all windows from sun- 
down to sunrise. When the volume of 
military passenger business resulted in es- 
tablishment of the bureau ia April of 
1941, the office worked a normal eight- 
hour shift. Pearl Harbor changed all 
that. Now the phones are busy and the 
typewriters hum every hour of the day and 
night. Chief of Staff Chas. J. Matterer 
summarizes the working houts simply: 
“Twenty-four hours, no minutes a day.” 
And a busy twenty-four hours they are, as 
anyone can testify who watches them pass. 
The bureau works directly with the 
Western Defense Command and Fourth 
Army at the Presidio of San Francisco, 
with all navai bases in the Bay Area, with 
the Marine Corps, and with CCC officials. 
Through its direct contact with the West- 
erm Military Bureau in Chicago and in 
San Francisco it enters th: 1uilitary pic- 
ture this way: Fourth Army offices notify 
their Quartermaster Corps that so many 
troops are to move to such-and-such a 
destination on such-and-such a date. This 
information is forwarded to the Western 
Military Bureau in Chicago, which imme- 
diately calls on our Military Bureau if 
Southern Pacific is involved in the move- 
ment, Matterer and his assistants then 
start the ball rolling with a call to SP’s 
Transportation Dept., where equipment 
and schedules are organized. Once the. 


movement is under way, the Military 


Bureau gives.the Army ‘the time of start- 
ing, passing reports en route, and arrival 
time. In addition, it serves as a general 


information bureau on other phases of 
the movement. 

That’s what they do. How well they 
do it is best told in the following letter 
from Major John M. Stoddard of the 
Fourth Army Quartermaster’s office to 
Charlie Matterer> 

“On the eve of my departure for new 
duty at Fort Huachuca, Arizona, I 
would like you and your force in the 
‘black hole’ down there to know how 
much I have really appreciated work- 
ing with you these past four moaths, 

“Although all you people have been 
mighty helpful and more than willing to 
extend the hand of comradeship to the 
Army, it was your crew that won my 
heart by never failing to bob up with 
the right answer at the right time. 

“Of course I always felt it was only 
a matter of time until I had tied the 
railroad up in a fine knot and that some 
sunny day I'd have a nice new division 
sitting in the sun with no train t. trans- 
port them, but it never happened and I 
suspect you, and your merry men, were 
the ones who prevented that sad state 
of affairs, 

“Every outfit seems to have some gent 
in the back room who knows all the 
answers and really turns the wheels, re- 
gardless of what the front office thinks 
of its importance, and I suspect you 
gents are the grease that oils the South- 
ern Pacific, and I’m speaking of oil as 
a lubricant and not as—the old grease.” 

The bureau works as a distinct entity 
in connection with the General Passen- 
ger Department and.is believed to be one 
of the few such organizations set up by 
any railroad in the United States. To our 
nine military men in the “black hole’ we 
say: “More “Power to ‘You—Keep ‘Em 
Rolling!” ; 
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PPOINTMENT of Claude E. Peter- 
“son to thé new position of assistant 
vice president, System Passenger Traffic, 
aad the advancement of D. J. McGanney 
and H. W. Klein to the new positions of 
freight traffic managers of the Central and 
Northern Districts, respectively, became 
effective June 1. Peterson has been assis- 
tant to the vice president while McGanney 
and Kiein have been general freight 
agents, Creation of the new positions was 
decided upon to strengthen Southern Pa- 
cific’s organization for the handling of 
war-time traffic. Other promotions are: 
Fred E. Watson, assistant to the vice 
president, becomes general passenger 
agent for the Central District, which in- 
cludes the territory from Oakland to 
Ogden, down the coast to San Luis 
Obispo, and the Sacramento and San Joa- 
quin valleys; Robert M. Gilmore, special 
representative, and Leroy C. Ioas, super- 
visor of train service, become assistants 
to the vice president; T. Louis Chess, dis. 
trict passenger agent, retains the same 
title but assumes supervision over San 
Francisco and its Peninsula territory, re- 
porting direct to Vice President McGin- 
nis; and Walter C. Fell, city passenger 
agent in San Francisco, became assistant 
district passenger agent at San Francisco, 
Peterson went to work for SP in 1917 


as a junior clerk in the SF passenger de- 
partment. His first promotion was to a 
clerkship in the rate bureau, where he 
also served as special clerk and assistant 
chief rate clerk before winning promo- 
tion to chief statistician. In 1937 he went 
to Chicago as asst. chairman of the Trans- 
continental Passenger Association, return- 
ing to San Francisco in 1938 as asst. to 
the vice president of system passenger 
traffic. 

McGanney’'s SP cateer began in 1911 
in the Accounting and Executive Depts. 
He transferred to Freight Traffic in 
1917, rising rapidly through various 
bureaus in San Francisco, to become 
asst. general freight agent for Cen-

tral District in 1926, 
asst. to freight traffic 
manager in 1928, asst. 
to vice president in 
1929, and to his recent 
position in 1934, 

Klein's headquarters 
as general freight agent 
have been in Portland 
since 1934, He started with SP as a clerk 
in 1910, was head clerk of tariff bureau, 
chief clerk of genl. freight dept. foreign 
freight agent, asst. genl. freight agent, 
and in 1929 was appointed general 
freight agent for Central District. 

Watson entered SP service in 1911 as 
a telegraph operator on the Los Angeles 
Division, and subsequently worked as 
operator, ticket seller and station agent 
at various stations in southern California 
and Oregon. In 1915 he was made com. 
mercial agent at Pasadena, feaving that 
Post to become passenger agent in Los 
Angeles, where he also served as district 
Passenger agent and asst. general pas- 
senger agent. He was named an asst. to 
the vice-president at San Francisco in 
1930. In World War I he was a first 
lieutenant with the Army in France as 
transportation officer. 

Gilmore and Ioas, who become assis- 
tants to the vice-president, both started 
their careers with SP, the former as an 
office boy in 1916, and the latter as a 
stenographer in 1919. Gilmore advanced 
through the auditor of passenger accounts 
office to become train servic clerk and 
inspector. He was appointed special pas- 
senger representative in 1939.

5P’ers In Armed Forces Get Pension Benefits 


WO important amendments to the 
Railroad Retirement Act affecting 
railroaders in the U. S. armed forces are 
outlined,below. This is not ax. outline of 
the Retitément Act itself, but merely a 
mention of the two amendments. Those 
wishing further information on other de- 
tails of the act should get in touch with 
J. S. Cunningham, secy. of Board of Pen- 
sions, at 65 Market Street, San Francisco. 
Annuity: The amount of money paid 
you monthly when you retire will be de- 
termined from two factors. (1) your num- 
ber of years in railroad service; (2) your 
average monthly railroad salary. It has 
now been decided that time spent in mili- 
tary service after Sept. 9, 1939, will count 
towards the 30 years you need to become 
eligible for a full pension. This will not 
lower your monthly compensation, for 
only time spent and money earned in 
railroad service will be used in comput- 
ing this, The amendment gives you rail- 


roaders in the armed service a larger 
pension than you would otherwise re- 
ceive, and at no expense to you. 

Death Benefits: When railroad em- 
ployes die before becoming eligible for a 
pension, their heirs are paid certain 
amounts called death benefits. The 
amount of such benefits is determined 
from the total amount of money earned 
in railroad service. According to a recent 
amendment to the Railroad Retirement 
Act, a credit of $160 for each month the 
employe spends in the armed service will 
be added to his total railroad earnings 
for the purpose of computing the death 
benefit. The amendment is effective from 
Sept. 9, 1939. This means that your death 
benefit increases $6.40 each month, $76.80 
each year that you serve in the Army, 
Navy, Marines, or Coast Guard. Both 
the company and employe tax that makes 
up this retirement fund is being paid by 
the federal government.
